The British and American 
puhlicH took him t<» their hearts 
as an outstanding^ character of 
fiction. 

But it was William (iillette, 
the American actor, who put 
him on the staice, writliij; a 
drama that was to hecome one 
of the most suhstantial lon{' 
time starring vehicles of its 
time. 

His characteri/ation became 
the personification f»f Holmes, 
so that even those who read of 
the great detective Instinctively 
pictured him in the person of 
Gillette.

Orange county may buy its own 
burial plot for indigents, both to 
.save on the expen.se of graves and 
to give better care and upkeep, it 
was learned today. 

Although the matter has not 
been discu.ssed by the board of 
supervisors, the movement is an 
outgrowth of recent disclosures 
by The .Journal that "Potter's 
Field" has been allowed to grow 
up in weeds and piles of tin cans. 

Warrant Held l.'p 
.lames B. Utt, jr., member of 
the Orange county cemetery dis¬ 
trict boaid of directors, reported 
today that the cemetery board has 
recommended that the coiinty buy 
an acre of ground near the F’air- 
haven cemetery. 

County Auditor W. T. Lambert 
has held that the county cannot 
spend money to clean up ceme¬ 
tery property not owned by the 
county, and has held up a county 
warrant paying for clean-up work 
done recently by the cemetery 
board. 

Utt said the county can pay for 
cleaning up the occupied graves, 
which the county buys from the 
Fairhaven cemetery at $12..50 each, 
but cannot legally clean up the 
spaces between or the unoccupied 
portions of the plot, under Lam¬ 
bert’s interpretation. 

Now Costs .$12,.50U 
According to Utt, burial land 
could be obtained for about $2,500 
per acre. At present an acre of 
land, represented by 1000 graves, 
costs about $12,500. 

Because the county cemetery 
district comprises only the first, 
fourth and fifth supervisorial dis¬ 
tricts. it cannot u.se its funds to 
maintain county indigent burial 
plots which are the property of 
me entire county, Utt said. 

Purchase of a burial ground 
would allow supervisors to main¬ 
tain in proper shape the entire 
plot and to provide whatever caie 
and planting was considereii ad¬ 
visable.

Santiago, Silverado and 
San Juan Capistrano-- have not 
been stocked recently, and with 
water conditions the best in sev¬ 
eral years, sportsmen maintain 
they are entitled to the .fi.sh at 
this time. 

H. C. Jackson, game warden, 
was informed the petition would 
be neces.sary to secure immediate 
action from the fish and game 
commission. 

The petition reads: “We, the 
(inderNigned, wish to call your 
attention to the water eondi- 
tions of Orange county streams, 
and |>etition that ri.OOO aged 
(adtilt) trout be planted in our 
streams. Trahiuro is in the be«t 
condition, as to the amount of 
water, that it has been in dur¬ 
ing the hist 40 years. It has 
not been stocked for several 
years, but still has a few trout.” 
Until -and if—Orange county's 
streams are .stocked, local sports¬ 
men will flock to outside fishing 
points with the opening of the 
trout sea.son Saturday. 

Among the Southland stream.s 
heavily stocked are San Jacinto 
river. Snow creek, Santa Ana riv¬ 
er, Mill creek, City creek and San 
Gabriel river.

—4S ‘TOLD AT rifi: 
EXPLORI-MS’ CLUB'^ 

By Charles A. Lindbergh 

I TOOK OFF from Lfimbert I .St. I.onis) FieM, 
September 16, 1926, at 4:2.’j p m. and, after 
an uneventful trip, arrived at SprinKbcld. Ill., 
at 5:10 p.m, and Peoria at .5:.'j.5 p.in. I took off 
from the Peoria Field at 6:10 p.rn, 'I'herc was a 
light ground haze, but the .sky was practically 
clear, containing only scattcreil cumulus elou.ls. 

Darkness set In about twenty-five miles north- 
cast of Peoria and I took up a compass course, 
checking on the lights of the town below, until 
a low fog rolled in under me a few miles north¬ 
east of Marseilles and the Illinois River. The fog 
extended from the grotind up to ab<jul six hun¬ 
dred feet and, us I was unable to fly under it, I 
turned back and attempted to drop a flare and 
land, but the flare did not function and I again 
headed for Maywood, h.jplng to find a break in 
the fog over the field. Upon examination I dis¬ 
covered that tlie cause of the flare failure was 
the short lenglli of the release lever and th.'it 
the flare might still be used tiy pulling out the 
release cable. 

I continued un a compass course of fifty de¬ 
grees until 7:15 p m., when I saw a dull glow 
on the top of the fog. irulicating a town below. 
There were .several of these light patches on the 
fog, visible only when looking away froin the 
moon, and I knew them to be the towns border¬ 
ing the Maywood Piidil. At no lime, however, 
was I able to locate the exact position of the 
field, although I understand that the scaiehlights 
were directed upward an<l two barrels of gasrdine 
were burned in an endeavor to attract my atten¬ 
tion. 

Several times I tiescerided to the top of the 
fog, which was eight to nine hundred feet high 
according to my altimeter. The sky above was 
clear, with the exception ol scattered clouds, and 
the moon and .stars were ehining brightly. 

After circling around fur thirty-five minutes, 
I headed west, to be sure of clearing Lake Michi¬ 
gan and in an attempt to pick up one of the lights 
on the transcontinental line. After flying west 
for fifteen minutes and seeing no break in the 
fog, I turned southwest, hoping to strike the 
edge of the fog south of the Illinois River. 

My motor cut out at 6:20 p.m. and I cut in 
the reserve, I was at that time only 1,500 feet 
high and, as the motor did not pick up as soon 
as I expected, I .shoved the fta.shlight in iny belt 
and was about to iclca.se the piirachutf flare 
and jump when the engine finally took tiold again. 
A .seconii trial showisj the mam tank to he dry 
and accordingly a maximum of twenty minutes’ 
flying-time left. 

There were no rrpenings in the frrg anrl I de¬ 
cided to leave the .ship as .soon as the reserve 
tank was exhau.sted. f tried to get the mail pit 
open, with the idea of throwing out the mail 
saek.s and then jumping, but was unable to open 
the frrmt buckle. 

I knew that the risk of fire, with no ga.stdme 
In the tanks, was very slight and began to climb 


for altitiirle whim I saw a light on tlie ground 
for several seeonrls. This was the first light I had 
Ber n for nearly two hours anrf, as almost enough 
gasoline for fifteen minutes flying remained in 
the reserve. I glided down to twelve hunrired 
feet and pulled out the flare-release cable, as 
nearly as I could Judge over the spot where the 
light had appeared This time the flare func¬ 
tioned, but only to illuminate the top of a solid 
bank of fog. into which it soon rllsappeared with¬ 
out .showing any trace of the ground. 


Seven minutes’ ga.soline remained in the grav¬ 
ity lank Seeing the glow of a town through the 
fog. I turned towards open country and nosp'l 
the plane up. At 5,0U0 feet the motor spiittered 
and dierl I steppeil up on the cowling .and out 
over the right stile of the ' i.i kpit, pulling the 
rip-cord after about a hundred-foot fall. The 
pararhute, an Irvin sent Bi rvice type, functioned 
perfectly; I waa falling head downward when 
the li.serH jerked me into an upright poHitlon and 
the chute opened. This time I saved the rip-cord 


I pulled the flashlight from my tsdt and was 
playing it down towards the top of the fog 
when I heard the plain s motoi- pick up When 
I jumped, the motor had praetically slopped dead 
and I had neglerted to cut the .switeties. Appar¬ 
ently, when tlie shill nosed down, an additinnal 
supidy of gasoline drained down to the carbur¬ 
etor. Soon the ship came into sight, about a quar¬ 
ter-mile away and headed in the general direc¬ 
tion of my parachute I put the flashlight In a 
pocket of my flying suit, preparatory to slipping 


the parachute out nt the v av, it nei I'.s.i-a ry The 
plane v.'.is making a lelt spiial m alinui a mile 
diarm-ter and pa.ssed approximately three him 
dreii yards away from iny ehute. leaving me 
on tlie oufslde of the circle 

I was undecided a.s to wlietljer the plane nr 1 
was descending more rapidly and gilded my 
chute away from the spiral path of the ship as 
ra[ildly .as I could. 

The ship pa.ssed eoinjdetely out of sight, but 
reappeared again in a few seconds, its rale ol 
deseent being about the same as that of the para¬ 
chute. I counted live spirals, each one a little 
further away than the last, tietore reaching the 
top of the fog-hank. 

When 1 settled into the fog-bank, I knew that 
the ground was within l.OIK) feet and I reached 
for ttie flashlight, hut found It to be missing. 1 
could Hep neither earth nor staiB and had no idea 
what kind of territory was below. I crossed rny 
legs to keep from straddling a branch or wire, 
guarded my face with my hands and waited. 

J’lesenlly I saw the outline of the ground and 
a iniiinent later was down in a comfleld. The 
corn was over my head and the ehute waa lying 
on to|) of the cornstalks. I hurriedly pai ked it 
and started down a corn row. The ground vlsibll- 
Ity was about one hundred yards. 

In a few minutes I cauii' to a stubble field and 
some wagon tracks, which 1 followed to a farm¬ 
yard a i|uarter-iiille away. After reaching the 
faiinyaid, I noticed auto headlights and a spot- 
llglit playing over the roadside. Thinking that 
someone might have loialeil the wreck of the 
plane, 1 walked over to tlie car The occupants 
asked wliether I liad heard an airfdane crash 
and it required some time to exiilain to them that 
I liad been jilloting the idane and was searching 
for it myself. 1 had to display the parachute as 
evidence lii'fore ttiey were thoroughly convinced. 
The farmer was sure, as were most others In a 
Ihree-mlle radius, that the ship had just missed 
his house and craslicd near liy. In fact, he could 
locate witliin a few roils tlie spot where he lieard 
it hit tlie ground, nrul we sjienl an unsuccessful 
quarter-hour hunlliig for the wreck In that vicin¬ 
ity before going to the farmhouse to arrange 
for a Hearching jiaity and telephone .St. Louis 
and (,'hii ago. 

I hail just pul in the long-distance calls when 
the phone rang and we were notified that the 
plane had been found In a cornfield over two 
miles away. 

If look several minutes to reach the site of 
the crash, due to the necessity of alow ilrlvlng 
through ttie fog A small crowd had already aa- 
senihled wlien we arrived 

The plane was wound u[i In a hull shaped 
mass. It had narruwly missed one farmhouse 
and hud hooked its left wing in a grain sliock a 
qiiiirlei-mile tieyoiid. 'I'll.- .sliip hud luudcil on the 
left wing und wheel uiid liud skidileil uli.ng ihu 
ground for eighty yard:-!, going lliiongh one 
fence before loming to lest in the edge of u corn¬ 
field, ahiiiil a hundred yards short of a liarn. The 
mail pit was laid open and one aaek of mail was 
on the ground The mall however, was iinmiureii. 

I he .sheiiff from fJttawa arrived and we took 
the mail to the fittawa post office, to be en¬ 
trained nt .'L.'JO a m. for Chicago,

surgeon prescribes a 
carefree mental state of 
which the best e.xpression is laughter. Particu¬ 
larly is this important when conditions that fol¬ 
low an operation have become normal; then 
laughter is again a healthy function to be en¬ 
couraged. Dr. Monderille, surgeon at the Uni¬ 
versity of Paris, gave a rule approved by all: 
"I.et the surgeon take care to regulate the 
•whole regimen of the patient's life for joy and 
happiness by promising that he will soon be 
well." 

The medical world u.ses laughter as a definite 
stimulant, to increa.se the function of several 
organs, help the flow of blood to the ductless 
glands, and geneially to rai.se the patient's re¬ 
sistance again.st microbes. One prominent sr.l- 
enti.st believes that laughter aids the blood to 
cirrulate more freely and is almost equivalent 
to introducing a fre.sh supply of blood into the 
veins . . . cau.sing an effect distantly resembling 
a blood transfu.sion. 

Medical men of today are daily demonstrating 
that age Is not .so much a matter of years as of 
mental attitude and that thousands of men 
beyond the Uiblical span of four score years and 
ten have enjoyed increa.sed health, and greatly 
prolonged useful lives by a well developed sense 
of humor and a faculty ot hearty laughter. 

A sense of humor has never prevented death, 
and probably never will—yet it has been known 
to influence the manner in which a man dies, aa 
when Sir Thomas More, sent to the scaffold for 
his expj-essed opinions, said to the headsman, 
"Help me up these steps as for my coming 
down, you can let me shift for myself."

.stood. Whal iiiake.s people laugh? Seirntist.s 
conclude that although it i.s natuial for man to 
laugh, his surroundings have much to ilo with it 
People who have been brought up in homes 
where there i.s little hum.ir are apt to be serious, 
restived, and selfconscious. On the rever.se side, 
children who have lived in happy, laughter- 
loving homes will laugh readily. In short, laugh¬ 
ter is a habit. 


which i.s purely spontaneou.s, at,d .springs from 
an immediate reaction to a happy event almo.st 
any happy event! One classical examjde is the 
business man who has misj idged another in a 
little .matter of an unpaid bill Me i.s convinced 
that Oeorge just doesn't intend to mad that 
payment, lie sorts through his mail grumpily, 
expecting nothing good, certainly no check from 
(ieorge. I-iut on opening tile last letter good news 
leaps out at him with the first sentenec: "Kn- 
clo.sed find clieck" The skeptic can't help giving 
a great shout of laughter even if it i.s at him¬ 
self! 

Kven workers engaged in arduous, routine 
duties may find renewed zest by indulging in a 
whole-hearteil gale of laughter. Among office 
employees those best situated for this relaxation 
are telephone operators who hour after hour 
take and send calls, and occasionally by accident 
or design overhear an intimate family quarrel 
between the vice-president and his wife who, as 
everyone knows, are always fighting over trifles. 
"So -the Smiths are at it again!” she chuckles, 
and .scientists would approve, perhaps not her 
"listening in,” but of the mental and physical 
stimulus. 

A large number of recent books have been 
written about laughter and its true cause, but 
all theories agree that it is not yet fully under- 


T HK amazingly .saluatoiy action of a hearty 
laugh is no respeetor of per.sons. Other 
stimulants are liard to regulate, but a .sound 
sense of humor is surrounded iiy natural safe¬ 
guards that make it one of the rare habits pa¬ 
tients arc advised to acquire. 

Trained psychologists .see in laughter a bal 
ance to ttie fast pace of modem life it becomes 
more impo.ssible every year to determine where 
a physician's work ends and a psycliiutrist's 
liegins, for the activities of mind and Isidy, ac¬ 
cording to .scientists in both fields, are known 
to be so intricately dependent upon each other 
that few can sa.y which is in actual control. 

One thing i.s certain researches have dis- 
clo.sed that from ancient times to the present 
age, philosophers, teachers and physicians have 
believed that a sense of humor was man's one 
weapon which no adver.se fate could destroy. 

Healthy and happy children laugh easily 
young men at work and play laugh naturally 
and without effort and mature men who have 
learned through experience that material suc- 


A NOTHKR di.scovery is that men laugh more 
than women, a condition .supposedly due 
to long centuries of training when women were 
brought up with the commandment, "Be re¬ 
served no lady laughs loudly!" And as a con¬ 
sequence the men of the family may burst into 
roars of laughter in which the women join with 
only mild enthusiasm. 

Neurotics who are afflicted by countless trivial 
doubts and fears and sometimes show all the 
symptoms of a threatening disease have been 
persuaded by psychiatrists to take themselves 
less seriously, turn their minds to something 
else than their troubles—and to laugh! And, in 
a great number of cases, once the patient can 
laugh, he is cured! 

No one recognizes more fully than an experi¬ 
enced surgeon tlie value of a cheerful mental at¬ 
titude of a patient preparing for an operation and 


' ce.ss and failure are not all-liii- 
portant can chuckle when they 
^ look hai k over the past and 

con.sider that their mistakes were mostly iliie 
to taking theimselves over seriously. 

Certain kinds of mirth may result in dismay 
for others, as with a druggc.st who mixes a 
common household prescription for young.sters 
and imagine how their little faces will screw up 
in disdain when a spoonful of liquid is poured 
down unwilling throats hut his own laugh does 
him good Probably his mind has been concerned 
with serious and puzzling matters of everyday 
busine.sa, and this moment's relaxation is a 
valuable tonic.

Is always eairlul to pay her respects to this (iate 
tier mother was 26 years old when Madeleine was 
born on February 26. She also received her Bachelor 
of Arts oe^rce from Birmingham University on the 
memorable 'late. 

It wa.s while she was at Birmingham that stie n- 
ceived her (ir.st initiation to the stane. She wa.- 
thrilled with the experience and determined to be 
come an aetre.ss. Her parents, as parents often will 
ojiposed tile thoUKht and refused to assist her. Fn 
daunted, Madeleine packeei tier tilings and went ti: 
live in Brighton where she serured a position ir 
a school teacher in a Kiris' seminaiy 

Teaching was dl.stasteful and she staycil only lonp 
enouRh to accumulate $100, which was the capital 
she used to begin her stage career. .Madeleine was 
heautiful and she pos.sessed a native talent for pro 
jecting herself into character. Stage directors sensed 
this and she was soon on the high-road to fame and 
riches. 

Between seasons on the stage she apjilied for extra 
work at one of the I-on^lon sttulios ami was given a 
leading role in a minor picture. .Since that beginning 
she has played nothing but lending roles althougl. 
she has alternated between the legitimate theatei 
and lilm productions. Germany liist borrowed hei 
from Kngland to make a silent picture, k'rance fol 
lowed suit, and she did several pictiiri s in k'rencli 
under French direction before Hollywood finally en 
ticed her to America. 

.Maileleine likes Hollywood, but she won't commit 
her.self when friends suggest she make her home in 
the cinema city. "1 couldn't confine myself to any om 
locality, ' she says, "not until I ve been married 2 i

Much thought and inve.stigation have been given 
to various forms of human behavior and the u.se 
individuals make of the telephone has been 
found to be as definite an index into certain 
traits of character as that revealed when sci¬ 
entists employ the complicated lie detector to 
determine the mental reactions of a defemlant, 
often innocent, who is subjected to myriad ques¬ 
tions, some of them trivial and some of them 
important.

Y ou LIKE to be liked That Is 
one of the fundamentals. Per¬ 
haps the hermit, sitting alone in 
his cave and watching the ants 
crawl by, may not bother his head 
very much over br-ing liked, but to 
the average, healthy-minded hu¬ 
man, it is important to be able to 
make himself liked Furthermore, 
if the hermit had been a likeable 
chap, he probably wouldn’t have 
become a hermit. 

There are undoubtedly some 
people who find it easy to win the 
liking of others, just as there are 
some who are so disliked that they 
are shut out of good times with 
their fellows, and perforce, live 
the lives of hermits, even though 
they are surrounded with people 
wh( might as well be their friends. 

Psychologists have been con¬ 
sidering the troubles of those who 
want to be liked but do not know 
how to go about it, and have dis¬ 
covered some very consoling news. 
They report that likeableness de¬ 
pends upon the way you behave. 
Certain kinds of behavior win the 
liking of others and certain other 
kinds, Just as invariably win their 
dislike. It’s up to you to decide 
whether you wish to be liked and 
to have many friends or whether 
you choose to be disliked and have 
few friends, and to act accord- 

Inffly- 

Moreover, psychologists have 
other encouraging news. If you 
have been disliked, you can by 
changing your way of behaving, 
gradually make yourself over into 
a person who is well liked. Also, 
after that, you will be liked 
wherever you go. Traits which 
make a person likeable in one 
community will make him liked in 
another. In ulfiei words, Ukeabie- 
ness is always likeable 1 


The roots of the desire to be 
liked go very deeply into human 
natfire and are closely related 
with the three great desires which 
are: first, Ihe desire to stay alive 
which is baBe<l upon the law of 
self-preservation; second, the de¬ 
sire to mate; and third, the desire 
to be great 

Certainly, v/e find it easier to 
slay alive when others are friend¬ 
ly to us. No man feels very secure 
when .>furrounded with enemies 
and to the one who is intensely 
disliked, the enemies seem to out¬ 
number the friends. Liking also 
has a great deal to do with the 
second great desire, or the de.zire 
to mate, and most women frankly 
admit that they want to be liked 
by men and most men that they 
want to be admired by women. 
Mating Is unquestionably made 
easier when such liking Is easily 
won. 

To want to be liked Is also 
closely related to the third great 
desire, the desire to be great. 
When we have the approval and 
esteem of others we inevitably 
feel greater than when we have 
their disapproval. 

One of the Profc.ssors of Busi¬ 
ness Psychology at Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity once said, "The best way 
to get along with the chronic 
critic Is to make him feel Im¬ 
portant in hls own e.stimatlon 
In getting along with people tiiake 
them fed biqi/cr and better, not 
smaller." 

When you know how to go about 
making others feel bigger and 
hence, more Important, and know 
how to do it with sincerity, then 
you are well along the road to 
llkeability. That is one of the first 
rules.

C HESTER LEROY Gardner 
"Chet” Gardner now to a 
million automobile racing fans— 
wasn’t good enough to be a horse 
driver. That's why he gave up the 
reins, threw away the whip, 
climbed from an old creaking 
hor.se-<lrawn truck in 1!)1S and 
swore by all the bolts in Montana 
that he would become an automo¬ 
bile mechanic. 

He wasn't good enough to be a 
horse driver because he had hurt 
his back while he had been trying 
to unload a hayrick. A nice, 
quiet, peaceful Job was what he 
needed, the doctors said. So he 
got a job driving tho.se fine, big, 
windy pleasure cars of IDlk. and 
between chauffeurings he learned 
about ga.solinc motors 

That’s how it is that he holds a 
unique position in present automo¬ 
bile racing. In a sport where the 
custom is for one man to own a 
car, a second man to keep its 
mechanism working, and still a 
third to drive it in races, Chet 
Gardner is a one-man racing out¬ 
fit. Owner, mechanic and driver 
he's all three. Me is a close per- 
■sonal friend of every bolt, bar. 
brace and cotter-key in the ma¬ 
chines he drives. 

Because he knows what his cat 
is made of and knows how it 
works and how to make it go, he 
has a high average of finishes. In 
the language of the grimy gentle¬ 
men who toil in the pit, Chet can 
"keep a car together” until a race 
is over—given fair luck and half 
a chance. 

He kept his car together long 
enough in 1933 to set the world’s 
l.'iO-mile dirt track record. He 
"kept together” for those l.'iO 
miles at an average speed of 
ninety-one miles an hour, while 
half of the eighteen cars that had 
started were sputtering into the 
pit. 

Chet Gardner holds a few rec¬ 
ords, but he’s not satisfied. A few 
weeks ago at his Winter quarters 
he was delving into the myster¬ 
ious gasoline digestive .sy.stcm of 
his $6000 two-seater. Down in the 
sooty interior, he .said, he thought 
he might find an extra mile or 
two an hour, to be brought out in 
1937’s .speedway cla.ssirs. Half- 
hidden in the motor, he offeretl a 
few pointers on the general mech¬ 
anism of a racing car. 

“Now just take a connectui;. 
rod, ” Chet said, through a cylin 
der. 

"An ordinary car has a rod that

der- two intake and two exhaust. 
There are two carburetors, rme for 
each two cylinders. 

"Now you take a racing car,’ 
continued Chet from his gloomy 
sanctuary, "and you’ll find that it 
has ten times as much space be¬ 
tween piston.s and cylinder walls 
as a pa.'vsenger car motor has. 
That’s beeause of the heat at high 
speed. The expansion from heat 
would make tiie motor freeze 
make the pistons .stick in the cyl¬ 
inders if thei e weren’t plenty of 
room ’’ 

"A racing car, ol course, 
has no fan. It can’t have; the 
motor goes too fast. You take an 
airplane proi>eller: it turns only 
IfsOO revolutions or so. If it turns 
much fa.ster, it won’t pull air. It 
gets in its own way. So we leave 
off the fan. A raring motor turns 
over two and a half times as fast 
as an airplane motor, you sec. 
And she’s all pressure lubricated 
except the wri.st pins. And she 
has a magneto ignition instead of 
a battery.” 

Gardner was born on a farm 
near Ridgeway, Mis.souri. When 
he was 9 his family moved to Col¬ 
orado, where he eventually 
learned that he was not good 
enough, as it were, to be a horse 
driver. His brother, Ray, four 
years older, used to race at the 
county fairs at Hugo, Colorado 
and Chet rode with him as a 
mechanic. 

"Actually it wasn’t .so much as 
a mechanic as it wa.s .something to 
keep Ray from being thrown out 
by centrifugal force f)n the 
curves,” the one-time little broth¬ 
er recalls. 

Then there cjime a- gloi ictus day 
in 1923 when Chet was able to 
buy his own r.acer. Ho entered it 
proudly in his first race, at Brigh¬ 
ton f’olorado. '1 Ir- first* race of 
the day was an oiten cemtest 
around a half-mile oval. In the 
first race he won thircl prize The

l8 Just a piece of junk compared 
to one In a racer. Rods for this 
engine cost $65 apiece. They’re 
made out of tubular steel hol¬ 
low. A tube is stronger than a 
solid bar the same size. 

"People don’t think of the strain 
on a connecting rod. But look 
here I" The owner-mechanic-driver 
thrust a greased forehead up into 
the outer world. He waved a mon¬ 
key wrench. 

"That rod has to start and stop 
the piston twice for every stroke. 
Once at each end of the cylinder, 
sec? All right. Now a racing en¬ 
gine Is a lot higher speed engine 
than an airplane motor. It turns 
up as high as 5.500 revolutions per 
minute. A pas.scnger car won’t 
turn up more than 3600, at the 
very top. 

“Roughly, that’s ninety revolu¬ 
tions a second in a racing engine 
at top speed. The connecting rod 
has to start and stop the piston 
180 times a second—and still hang 
together! 

“And realize that the piston 
makes a complete stop at each end 
of the stroke— a complete stop 
and change of direction 180 times 
a second!" 

Chet is very proud of the big 
new brakes he recently put on his 
two-seater, and while he explored 
the motor he said that pa.s.senger 
automobile drivers who don’t keep 
their brakes in the best possible 
condition rhould be kept in a 
squirrel cage.

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WAKNS ‘KDIJCATOKS' 

To the Editor: The educational 
heresies being uttered by "leading 
educators” threaten once again to 
upset the fundamentals of teach¬ 
ing. A speaker before the Pro¬ 
gressive Education association is 
quoted in the papers as saying: 
"The 3 Pw’s arc as outdated as the 
little red schoolhouse of the horse 
and buggy days. New subjects 
are needed.” 

Such flicta, uttered with the air 
of an oracle, arc likely to throw 
the schools back into the chaotic 
and futile system from which only 
recently they have promised to 
emerge. The sponsors of this new 
movement to meddle with the ba¬ 
sis on which all education must 
rest should reconsider for a mo¬ 
ment the implication of their con- 
clu.-^ion.s. If new subjects are 
needed in our curriculum, let them 
explain how these subjects are to 
be taught to pupils who cannot 
read. Is all instruction her'eafter 
to be oral, and is the wealth of 
knowledge that is containeil in the 
literature of the past to be a 
clo.sed book to the children of to¬ 
day? For that is exactly what 
Iho.so lattorday inspir'erl prophets 
imply, when they tell us that read¬ 
ing is outdated. 

Every once in a while our "lead¬ 
ing educators” go crazy on some 
subject, and the defensele.ss chil- 
ilren suffer the consequences. It 
is not .so long ago that they spon¬ 
sored the sy.stem of vertical writ¬ 
ing. and having ruined the hand 
of one gener-ntion, consigned the 
matter to oblivion. More recent¬ 
ly they went crazy on the subject 
of classifying children on the ba¬ 
sis of their IQ's, and now they 
tell us this likewise was all wrong.

I T WOULD be a good thing for the county as a whole 
and the supervisors as individuals if they would forget 
the petty fuss which has been made over what brand of 
typewriters to use in the courthouse and would concen¬ 
trate on what to do about the flood and water conserva¬ 
tion bond issue, the proposed junior college and several 
other important matters which probably will demand all 
of the brains and horsepower that our officials can 
muster. 

Little or no real benefit will accrue to the harrassed 
taxpayer if the .supervisors spend from now till Christmas 
arguing over the respective merits of typewriters. Who 
cares, anyhow? 

But a lot of permanent and profitable value may 
result if the board focuses its attention on the vital water 
question and on other cases about which s jmething should 
be done, such as, the needy and underfed children in 
county schools. 

No supervisor will ever get rich, of course, on the 
munificent sum of ,$212.50 a month. But $212.50 a 
month multiplied by 5 is $1062..50, and that amount will 
buy a lot of beefsteak and spinach on the present market.

In fact, we imagine that there are a lot of people 
who would join us in saying that supervisors would be 
worth a lot more to the county if they cut out this bicker¬ 
ing among themselves and with other county officials and 
instead showed a little teamwork and unity in the han¬ 
dling of general business. 

A horse that works itself into a lather driving 
around the block isn’t the kind you would bet on in a 
25-mile race. 

The supervisors should not waste their brains and 
courage in a row over a $60 typewriter; they should save 
it all for tackling that $13,000,000 water program ahead.

The sugar refiners claim that 
they now have in their pocket 
more tlian 100 congressmen and a 
majority in the .senate who will 
vote their way wlien it comes to 
dividing up sugar quotas in the 
new sugar bill. 

Another energetic lobby is that 
of the big radio tiroadeasters who 
are worried sick over the tax pro- 
po.sed by F’ederal Communications 
Commissioner I'ayne cm the kilo¬ 
watt strength of their stations. 

Most energetic radio lobbyist is 
Cliarley Sawyer, wlio re|)resents 
WI.W, Cincinnati, most powerful 
radio station in the country. Its 
half million kilowatts would have 
to pay a tax of .$1,,500,000 annual¬ 
ly. No wonder Sawyer is active.

Insurance For The Taxpayers 

I F ANY public body increases its expenditures for next 
year more than 2 per cent, there’s a bad break some¬ 
where along the line for John Taxpayer, according to the 
Tax Digest, the monthly bulletin of the California Tax¬ 
payers association. 

As a basis for the contention. The.Digest says: 
"Throughout the state of California, local government i.s or¬ 
ganized and equipped to give practically all the services required 
by the citizens. Educational facilities are ample; the general 
government offees, including the courts, are fully manned; our 
highway system is in large part con.structed; the cities have 
sewage .systems, including disposal facilities; parks, recreational 
facilities, and libraries are in large part fully expanded. The era 
of expansion of services is now over and it remains only to aug¬ 
ment them with the increase of population. In most cases gov¬ 
ernmental salaries are sufficiently above those in private em¬ 
ployment to be adequate. 

In short, our political subdivisions have matured to the 
point where taxpayers need not continue pouring ever-increasing 
amounts into the public treasury. It is very unlikely that popu¬ 
lation will increase more than 2 per cent a year during the next 
five years. Expenditures .should be held to a rate inerea.se more 
consistent with the steady growth of the state. 

More than words will be needed, however, to block 
the rush of some governmental groups now that the state 
court has voiced the 5 per cent expenditure limit act, 
under which budgets could not be boosted more than 5 
per cent in any one year. 

One way to stop the rush is to enact Senator Mc¬ 
Bride’s new 5 per cent act, drawn in such a way as to 
include the beneficial provisions of the old edict and at 
the same time pass the all-seeing eye of the state court.

Formulation of this program 
was the real purpose tieliind last 
week’s conference of farm le.-idcrs 
in Washington. At a similar con¬ 
fab lust winter the only important 
agricultural relief measure decidi^i 
upon for this session was a croji 
insurance program. 

Tw'o reasons are behind ttiis re¬ 
vived militancy. One is the recent 
reversals by the supreme court 
which, farm leaders feel, indicate 
that the court is in the throes of a 
profound upheaval and that on an- 
other lest a new AAA would stand 
an c.xcellent chance to get by.
